WASHINGTON, May 4. — F r o m 


coast to coast the G. O. P. today is 
holding its breath and clinging with 
both hands to its -scat in the grand 
stand while it watches the hair-raising 
finish of the two big fights in Indiana 
and California. 


According to messages coming in at 


Republican headquarters here no poli- 
tical battle has taken place this year 
half way equalling in thrills the pres- 
idential primaries being held in. these 
two states today. Kational committee 
officials believe both decisions will be 
close. 


In California Senator Hiram John- 


son and Herbert Hoover, both of them 
native sons, will be party standard 
bearers, while in Indiana, four candi- 
dates are in the field, Major General 
Leonard "\Vood, Senator Johnson, Gov. 
Lowden of Illinois and Senator Hard- 
ing.- 


The betting here is that these four 


aspirants will come out of the Indiana 
primary in the following order: 


Wood, Johnson, Lowden,

WO recent items of business' 


news in the newspaper re- 


ports are significant of the- ex- 
tent of profiteering and its con- 
nection with the high cost ot 
living. 


The Younjjstown Sheet and 


Tube Co., declaring a stock 
dividend of $1,500,000. which 
raises its capital stock to $20,- 
000.000. announces another ot 
400 p"er cent, with an increase, 
of its capital stock to $100,- 
000,000. 
/ 


When 
stockholders 
of a 


corporation find their holdings 
increased in value over five 
times, not including ordinary 
dividends, within the few years 
during and succeeding the war. 
no camouflage of bookkeeping 
can disguise the profiteering ex- 
posed by the increase. 


The Woolen 
Trust, which 


paid no dividends on its com- 
mon stock prior to 1916, has 
paid out $6,000,000 on the4 
stock in the past four years and 
has a huge melon in stock divi- 
dends to cut. 


Meanwhile, 
the 
price of 


.clothing has advanced in six 
years 177 per cent, of which 
31 was added the past 
year. 


The price of food has risen 100 
per cent; 
fuel 49 per cenl; 


shelter, average,"40 per cent: 
sundriees, 83 per cent, and all 
other commodity prices 95 per 
cent. 
These figures, gathered 


in New York, applicable to 
other large cities, show an aver- 
age increase in the cost of li\- 
ing of 95 per cent. 


The corporations mentioned 


are two of many which have 
revealed enormous profits with- 
in the past six years, from the 
beginning of the war period. 
Doubtless some of them 
will 


show from the books t h a t the 
percentage of net 
profits on 


their sales has increased little 
if any, but none, will show that 
the percentage is now figured 
on sales at greatly increased 
prices, including

creased costs, taxes and the
